The common Rendrings of the Greek Noun 
Alcquun, are, a Teſtament; a Deviſe or Bequeſt ; an 
Inheritance; a Bargain, Covenant &c. But, it 
ſignifies none of Theſe otherwiſe than Seconda- 
rily, and in Conſequence. The Hebrew rv19 
Berith, for which this [ Aiuu%y is render d by 
the LXX, and adopted by the Sacred Writers 
of the New Teſtament, is A Purifier, Purifica- 
tion &c. And this is indeed the very Thing, to 
effect which, the Great Covenant among the Di- 
vine Perſons was made ; and, in Conſequence of 
which, the Divine Inheritance as bequeathed by 
Teſtament, was to paſs to Us: It was to be thro 
our Purification by Chriſt.

More nearly, the Word fignifies Our Purifica- 
tion, from Sin; more remotely, the Covenant con- 
cerning that Purification, and the Inheritance de- 
pending thereupon.

The Radical Idea of This is that Species of Reſto- Þ 
ration, and, thereby, of Newneſs, which is given] 
to a Perſon or Thing by Conſecration, by ſome Re- 
ligious Act performed about them. Hence the 
New-Moons and Feaſts therein kept, were, by 
way of Eminence called by this Name ; becauſeÞ he 
in thoſe Feaſts was to be acknowledg'd the Ae Et” 
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newal of the Months in the Annual Revolution, with 
the Great Feſtival of our true Renovation by Chriſt 
to come; when thoſe Typical Feaſts of Renovation 
were to be no more. Hence, in the Helleniſtic 
Greek, n, Or syzavity To renew, ſignified to 
Conſecrate or Initiate ; and Eyxama, The Renewals, 
were the Feaſts of Conſecrations or Initrations. 
And, certainly, the moſt excellent Renewal of a 
Perſon or Thing that can poſſibly be, is from Pro- 


phane and Unholy, to Sacred and Relatively Divine. 


When therefore Our Lord, in the Inſtitution, 
ſaid, This is the New Teſtament in my Blood, He 
in Effect declared, that He was going to make a 
Real Atonement for Sins by His Blood; that His 
Blood, by Puriſieing and Conſecrating, was truly to 
Renew, Us; that Our Purification to be hereby 
effected, was to fit or qualify Us for the Inberi- 
tance ; for the Azngdom, Glory, and Viſſon, ſtipu- 
lated by the Original Covenant to be given Us by 
His New or Sanctiſieing Teſtament ; and, that the 


Sacrament of the Euchariſt was to be the Mean 


and Inſtrument of all This. Hence, 
In the Primitive Greek Church they called 


this H. Sacrament itſelf by the ſame Name [ i d 
Aſa, The New Teſtament] and did Interpret 
that of the Apoſtle concerning Their being made 
able Miniſters & #aims Nie-, the New Teſta- 
ment (a); not, of their Preaching or Penning the 
written Teſtament (as it is now generally under- 
ſtood) but, of their Adminiſtring the Sacrament 
of the Euchariſt.

All theſe, a Covenant, a Teſtament, and an In-

For the above Explanation of the Word Aa- 
ue, I have the Apoſtle's Authority; who, in 
the eighth and ninth Chapters of His Epiſtle to 
the Hebrews, uſes It in all the Senſes above 
Aſcribed to It.

of Things: All which, tho' They are Empty Names, 
and (ſuppoſing Things made in Time) Self- con- 
tradictory; yet, as They are Uttered by Some and 
Received by Others, They do, in Men's Conceits 
exclade God's Revealed Wiſdom, with His Go- 
vernment, Juſtice, and Grace, out of the World.
